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Applicant amended indepent claims 28 and 30 by incorporating the dependent claims 28 and 30 respectively, 
and cancelled claims 28 and 30. 

Regarding claims 28 and 30, Appicant argues that further comprising failure situation avoiding means for avoiding a failure situation which 
occurs when the necessary operation volume calculated by the necessary operation volume calculating means is smaller than an actual 
necessary operation volume, the failure situation avoiding means increasing the operation volume calculated by the necessary operation 
volume calculating means by a prescribed value, i is not common sense principle Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner maintaines 
that it is not a patentable subject matter and any common sensed person at the time of invention would do a little bit margin estimating 
necessary operational volume calculation in order to have enough frequecy to succeed operation in a frame intreval. The simplest analogy 
is that when a host prepares the food for gusets, the host would have calculate the amount of food based on the head count of guests and 
give some extra margin in order not have a shortage of food for guests at the reception. 

Applicant diagrees on the examiner's statement without any suggestion that encoder is the inverse of the encoder and as such this 
methodology cane be applied to an encoder system as well. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Encoder is the inverse of the encoder and 
therefore the encoder is anticiapted by decoder, 
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
